DIVISION OF PIANNING 


HIGHWAY NEEDS AND PINANCE STUDY 

The consulting firm of Wilbur Smith & Associates became active in 
organizing and developing their procedures for the collection of data necessary 
to the Highway Needs and Finance Study. A series of meetings have been hela 
with the consulting firm during the month of May in an effort to coordinate 
the initial phase of this work. The Trenton office of Wilbur Smith & Associates 
is located in the GMAC Building, 495 West State Street. Mr. J. L. Covil has 
been designated as Project Director and will make periodic visits to New Jersey 
to supervise progress. Mr. L. R. B. Atwater, Project Engineer, will be in 
residence throughout the length of this project. Initially, the consultant 
will be occupied with the preparation of the classification and needs manuals 
as well as other project work sheets. Simultaneously, he will spend some six 
weeks recruiting and training the necessary field crews who will make field 
inventories. 

The Department has reviewed in detail with the consultant, all of 
the materials that may be useful to the study that are available in the files 
of the Planning Division and the Urban Planning Studies such as the Delaware 
Valley Regional Planning Study, the Tri-State Study and the Atlantic City Urban 
Area Study. Copies of pertinent material have been prepared and submitted to 
the consultant. 

An additional meeting was held in conjunction with the Division of 
Local. Government Aid so that we could acquaint Mr. Faxon with the objectives 


of the study end further to explain the generai nature of information and help 


by officials of local governments which would facilitate the course of the study- 
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DIVISION .OF PLANNING, cont'd. 


Since it is felt that this study will have significance to ‘county and muni- 
cipal governments, LE was considered advantageous to present a broad brush 
picture of the study at the annual meeting of the twenty-one county engineers 
on June 23 in Atlantic City. 

In accordance with the contract agreement, the first phase of work 
will be confined to the development of the Interim Report which will deal 
with the backlog of needed improvements to the State Highway System. It is

Memoranda of Uncerstanding were executed by eight municivalities 
and one county during the month of May making a grand total of sixty-three 
municipalities and four counties completed to date of the four counties and 
eighty-four municipalities required.

Representing Pennsylivenia at this meeting were 

Mr. Eric von Hausswolff, Deputy Secretary of Highways, Mr. Irving Hand, 
Director of the State Planning Board and Mr. Kosick from the Attorney 
General's office. It was agreed by Pennsylvania that they could accept 

all the differences indicated in the New Jersey Bill with the exception of 
veto power by the Governor over the States' representatives to the Commission 
and the Executive Committee. Mr. Goldberg was to determine whether this stio- 
ulation in the bill was negotiable insofar as New Jersey is concerned. 

In any event, there is no question that similar legislation will not 
be in effect during fiscal year 1966-1967, at least for the first half of that 
fiscal year, since the Pennsylvania Legislature is not now in session and, there- 
Fore, Cannot Make the necessary amendments. to there amactmne Jecislation. It as) 
therefore, obvious that the Planning Commission must continue to operate by 
agreement. The terms of such an agreement:cannot be established until it has 
been determined whether or not the New Jersey Legislation will be ratified in 
this session. It will then be necessary for the two States to move very quickly 
in an effort to execute an appropriate agreement prior to July 1, 1966 for the 
continuation of this study. 


TRI-STATE TRANSPORTATION COMMISSION 


The State Highway Department has requested that the Commission's 
staff revise their auditing procedures te the @xtentithat the Division of Ad- 
ministrative Services will be in a position to provide each of the three States 
with a breakdown of estimated costs both by project and object account. It is 
felt that this information is vital to the Department in the preparation of its 


annual Budset and may helo clarify the picture somewhat for the State Budget 
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DEVISTON OF PLANNING, cont'd, 


Office as well as for the Appropriations Committee. The Executive Director 
has advised us that this work is almost completed and that this information 
will be available in sufficient time for the preparation of our annual Budzet. 
The report titled "1985 - An Interim Plan" was released to the Governors and 
general public duvine the month of May. This report has received favorable 
comment from both the news media as well as qualified experts in the trans- 
portation and planning field. It is hoped to keep the public interest stimu- 
lated by the periodic publication of "profiles" which will provice a brief 
synopsis of findings and conclusions of the study as they occur. This scheme 
has the advantage of presenting valuable cata to the planners as it becomes 


available rather than withholding it from them until a final report can be 
published.

The 1965 Annual Loadometer Study has been completed and is in the 
process of being publicized. 

A revision of the urban boundaries, based upon urban area criteria 
as established by the 1960 census is in progress. Apparently we had neglected 
to revise our urban boundaries in 1960 and were still using the boundaries as 
established by the 1950 census. This revision is being done at this time at 
the direct request of the Bureau of Public Roads and is important in that it 
will have a direct effect on the divison of Federal apportionments between 
Urban and Primary. 

The Division of Planning completed the report "Inventory of Signs 
and Junkyards" curing the month of May. Copies of this report have been sub- 
mitted to the Bureau of Public Roads. This study was a crash program and had 
a detrimental effect on the flow and completion of our other work. Efforts 
are now underway to reschedule our routine work in an effort to meet most if 
not all of our commitments.

EMPLOYEE TRAINING 


Highway Technology Program. (A program to upgrade non- 
professional technicians to professional level positions. ) 
The winter program in Highway Technology will terminate on 
June 9 at the Trenton Vocational-Technical School. Final 
examinations have already been given at the Union County 
Technical Institute and Camden County Vocational-Technical 


School, but they have not deen received to date. Fall classes 
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TRAINING, COnt. vd, 


will be based upon the number passing the required courses 
this soring. Fall classes will also be influenced somewhat 

by our summer program. We are planning to start summer school 
for approximately twenty students in Trenton at the training 
center. Classes will be given in algebra, physics, and writing 
and speaking and will start on June 13. A brush-up class in 
algebra is also contemplated to enable students to qualify for 
the fall courses. We may run this later on in the summer as 

a programmed learning home~study~type course, or give actual 
instruction. A determination has not been made regarding the 


type of instruction to date. 


Economic Opportunity Program. The Training Section 


received approval for the title of Assistant Mechanical Stores 


Clerk from the Civil Service Commission. This was the job 

in which the Highway Department initially planned to utilize 
some disadvantaged youths under the Neighborhood Youth Corps 
Program of the Office of Economic Opportunity. To date, 
however, nothing has materialized further than approval of the 
title, i-e., no personnel acceptable to the Highway Department 
have been recruited. NOTE: It appears as though this program 
will be allowed to lapse due to the extreme difficulty in re- 
cruiting personnel with sufficient skill to insure employability 


after the training period. 
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aaeen Thumb. (Highway Beautification under a War on 
Poverty Grant.) Approximately fifty personnel are now 
employed on the highways under this program. Additional crews 
have been recruited and trained and are working in the Trenton 
Mercer County area. So far, these aged retired farmers have 
proved very satisfactory employees and are anxious to do an 
honest day's work in the main. The dropouts have been 
relatively few. It is proving a very satisfactory program 
for the Highway Department and the State. Time records are 
kept by the National Farmers Union as well as the pay of 


these personnel. 


Basic Right of Way Appraisal Course. The first fifty 
appraisers completed the sixty-hour basic Appraisal Course 
given by Frank Cox, MAI, of the Philadelphia firm of Vernon 
D. Cox, Inc. In this program, Right of Way appraisers undergo 
intensive classroom and field training in the basics of real 
estate appraising. The second group of fifty appraisers began 
their sixty~hour course on May 9 and will finish on July 25. 
All indications from the first group point toward a substantial 


increase in appraisal knowledges by the participants. 


Basic Right of Way Investigators School. The first 
Basic Right of Way Investigators School was completed on May 27. 


Seventeen investigators completed this intensive one hundred 
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twenty Souk course. Participants received training in title 
searching, map and plan reading, principles of real estate and 
eminent domain, basic appraisal techniques, photography, 
communications, end Department policies and procedures. The 

course included the basic systems programmed instruction in 
listening (a course designed to improve listening retention 

by 100 percent) plus various field trips for the title and 
eppraising portions. The school was considered by the participants 


and the sponsors as one of the most rewarding to date. 


Basic Statistics Course. Thirty-seven Department 
employees are presently attending a statistics course sponsored 
by Rider Collegee This course provides to employees who now 
need or could utilize statistics in their jobs, the basic 
knowledges and skills of this science. Employees who success~ 
fully complete this course will earn four college credits from 
the schcol of business administration at Rider. Due to the 
fact that this course is offered during the summer and at the 
Highway facilities, approximately a two thirds saving is made 


over sending employees to the college. 


Advanced Appraisal Course. Fifty Department appraisers 
completed the first four-day workshop in advanced appraisals. 


This course is being given by Mr. Robert Plank of the firm of 


i Wes

Bond, Plank, and Geary. fr. Plank is rated as ene of the 
finest appraisal instructors in the east. This workshop 
identifies and corrects appraisal weaknesses and endeavors to 
cever some of the more difficult aspects of appraisal techniques, 
i.e., partial takings, industrial takings, etc. The appraisers 


have rated this workshop as excellent. 


Driver Improvement Training. In conjunction with the 

Safety Section of the Division of Personnel, all Department 
drivers of both vehicles and equipment are receiving eight 
hours of instruction in defensive driving (this is the result 
of an earlier program sponsored by the National Safety Council 
Ree ituentyofiue Department employees were trained for two 
days to become Gneredctore for this program.) It is hoped that 
through this program the Department may again increase its 


enviable record in driver safety. 


Pert and CPM Course. Two Department engineers attended 
the forty-hour course in managing of a Pert and CPM network. 
Both engineers were well-satisfied with the material covered 
at the course and with the knowledges received from ite Many 
of the course participants were extremely interested in the 
Department's networks and requested copies of the Department's 


modified CPi system. 
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Civil Defense Adult Education. Civil Defense Adult Education 
training for the month of May was postponed as we are presently 


conducting research and statistical work before scheduling on 


a quarterly basis rather than a monthly basis starting in June. 


APPRENTICE TRAINING 


Mechanic Trainee Program. Reports from the various 
vocational schools show that all trainees Completed their 
first year with satisfactory grades and attendance. One 
trainee resigned complaining that the pay was insufficient. 
The total enrollment, with the return of one trainee from 
military service, remains at fifteen. This number should 
increase after the next Civil Service open competitive 
examination which is scheduled for June 4th. Most apprentices 
have progressed to a point that the Equipment Bureau is 
now ready to promote them to journeyman positions in 


November. 


Electrical Mechanic Trainee Program. The title of 
Electrical Mechanic Trainee was created through the approval 
of the Civil Service Commission at their last meeting.

ORIENTATION 


New Employee Orientation. Thirty-five new employees received 

a three-hour orientation in Department xouesee and procedures 
as well as Civil Service policies and procedures.

SUPERVISORY TRAINING

Right of Way flanagement Traininge In cooperation with 
Rutgers Institute of Management and Labor Relations, the Right 
of Way Division is utilizing the services of Mr. Howard Schmidhauser 
as a management consultant. Mr. Schmidhauser is employing a 
scalar descent and feedback technique. In this technique, the 
consultant meets with each level of managament in the Right 
of Way Division, identifies the problems, offers solutions, 


and feeds back the information to the next higher echelon. 


Supervisory Principles and Techniques C66-9 and Co6-{0. 


In conjunction with the Training Section of the Department of 
Civil Service, the Highway Department is participating by 

having six supervisors attend this twelve-hour supervisory 
course. The C66-9 course is to be used primarily by supervisors 
who must supervise and manage nonprofessianal employees. The 
C66=10 course is utilized by us as a presupervisory course for 
its promising young professionals who will hopefully next 

attend our thirty-hour course in the basics of management and 
supervision. Reports from both groups indicate a high regard 


for the instruction and the course content. 
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TRAINING, cont'd. 


Managerial Use of Statistics. The Department, in order 
to take advantage of the contemporary increases in management 
technology through statistics, is offering a twenty-hour 
course in the use of managerial statistics. This course meets 
for ten two-hour sessions and covers the various statistical 


methods and their drawbacks as management tools. 


Collective Bargaining Seminar. The Director of 
Personnel will attend the three-day American Management seminar 
in Collective Bargaining. This seminar will endeavor to 
offer the participants an opportunity to grasp the practical 


skills utilized in collective bargaining and associated areas. 


Management by Objectives. In cooperation with the 
Department of Civil Service, eighty Department managers will 
be afforded an opportunity to participate early next month in 
an orientation by professional George Odiorne of the University 
of Michigan. DOr. Odiorne is recognized as one of the leading 


authorities in this management technique.

Trenton, May 12 ~ Construction contractors today were invited to submit bids on 
a contract to build seven of the 27 bridges needed for the huge Route 78 inter- 


change now under construction near Newark Airport. 


The sealed competitive bids for the job will be opened June 2 at a public session 


in the New Jersey State Highway Department headquarters here. 


A spokesman for the Department said the interchange is one of the largest in the 
world, encompassing more than 40 miles of traffic lanes within its three-mile 
curve around the Newark Airport in Essex County. Its multiple routing combina- 
tions will inter-connect three of the most heavily travelled arteries in the 
Eastern United States; Route 1 & 9, Interstate Route 78, and the New Jersey 


Turnpike. 


Ultimately, this complex will include 26 bridges and one large viaduct. The 
seven bridges advertised today will be constructed on a $6.2 million roadbed 
recently placed in the area opposite the airport terminal. The structures will 
vary between 84 and 542 feet in length; their widths will range from 33 to 130 


feet, and will contain from two to eight traffic lanes. 


All illuminated bridges will have low-level lighting installed in the railings 
to provide a continuous ribbon of light which will fully illuminate the decks. 
Low-level lighting was developed by the Department and now is installed in the
